Clilnn Tells How tlic Insurrection 
Stnrtefl—Complicity of tUe Biuprexs 
Downurer—A Potmibillty of nn I'prlH- 
1ns: In tlte Yiintr-tMC Valley, 
la endeavoring to obtain any insight 


•Into the national life' of the Chinese it 
is necessary, first of all, to rid our- 
selves of the predisposition to Judge 
everything from our own standpoint, 
.says Archibald E. Colquhoim, author 
•of "China la Transformation," "The 
Overland to China," etc., in tlie New 
YorU Post. If we try the Chinaman 
1)y western standards, we shall simply 
fail to understand him, for his view of 
.life, his most elementary ethics, even 
Juis conception of right and wrong • in 
-its broadest sense, are totally opposed 
•to our own. 
The Chinese compass 


points to the south and not to the 
north, like our own, and the Chinese 
reverse in a similar way many of the 
conclusions which appear to us abso- 
lutely unquestionable. Much that ap- 
pears to us distorted and ridiculous is 
to them perfectly natural and inevita- 
ble. 


There is, however, one powerful sen- 


timent which has dominated China for 
many centuries whose counterpart, 
"though nt present not so well develop- 
ed, is found very largely in our own 
country at the present day. 
The 


.gregarious instinct which drives men 
together into- towns or communities in 
-the first place teaches them, after a 
-complicated civilization has rnaile the 
istruggl'e for existence more keen, to 
"baud themselves together according to 
their interests and pursuits for mutual 
protection and benefit. 


The Chinese adopted the plan of 


•trades unions and guilds very early'in 
•their history, for besides its obvious 
••advantages it appeals to a side of their 
'Character which Is perhaps little un- 
derstood. . The average Chinese is 
snot at all Interested in what is known 
'as higher politics. He. is practically 
governed by an alien race, he has lit- 
tle representation in the councils of 
the nation, no part In the direction of 
its affairs^ But the Chinese are allowed 
a great deal of freedom in t'heir local 
.•government, and there is little inter- 
ference in their private, matters. 
On 


*uch questions, therefore, the Chinese 
merchant or shopkeeper is not only 
ieen, but is able to exercise a good 
•deal of influence, though that is usual- 
ay of the rough and ready order.

There were, of course, some clubs 
•whose original aim was larger, the 
Triad.- for instance, one of the oldest 
and largest, founded as a protest 
against the Tartar conquest of China. 
The 
original aims, 
however, were 


generally lost sight of, and the socie- 
Ttles became a' refuge for bad charac- 
ters, malcontents and ne'er do weels, 
as happened with the society of the 
Triads, who, beginning. with the pro- 
fession of religion and virtue, ended 
with the wholesale massacres of the 
.horrible Taiping rebellion. 


•Other societies began with a wholly 


•religious aim. and these probably de- 
generated sooner than others, since the 
Chinaman is not really religious, but 
substitutes for faith a widespreading 
superstition and a profound respect- 
for what is known as fengshui, or oc- 
cult influences. 
There are societies 


of vegetarians, of teetotalers, of non- 
smokers and celibates, 'both men aocl 
-women. There 
are 
antigambling 


leagties, vigilance committees, trades 
guilds, mutual loan and benefit so- 
cieties and a host of others. Bankers 
form leagues for mutual help and 
;gu»ranty, thieves arc organized and 
•Lave their codes of honor, beggars are 
•formed into companies, and have their 
•chief, who levies blackmail on those 
•who would escape his motley crew. . 


"The society whoso name is on every 


one's lips at present, the so called Box- 
ers, has been represented- as being 


Ing it. T.'he governor of Shangtung was 
one of tliese, and it is certain that In a 
secret memorial he advocated the so- 
ciety as a useful agent for driving 
out foreigners. He was removed from 
his post on the representations of Ger- 
many, but has nevertheless been held 
in high favor by the court ever since. 


As a matter of fact the empress dow- 


ager was far from desiring the sup- 
pression of the Boxers, and in edicts 
promulgated from time to time against 
secret societies, which are all illegal 
in China, a line discrimination was 
shown between other societies of a less 
seditious tendency and the Boxers, 
who are described as peacefully prac- 
ticing athletics and learning gymnas- 
tics for self indulgence and to protect 
their homes and villages. The empress 
dowager, not only as the representa- 
tive of the Mantchoo'Tartar dynasty, 
so hated by the Chinese, but nlso be- 
cause of her pro-Russian sentiments 
and the foreign encroachments she 
has permitted, has become intensely 
unpopular throughout China. 


Ever since the coup d'etat she has 


felt more and more the pressure from 
without, and, deprived by the evident 
powerlessness of the government and 
her nntircform measures of the sym- 
pathy and support of a very large sec- 
tion of the Chinese people, she imag- 
ined that by secretly encouraging the 
antiforoign movement she might at the 
same time get rid of uncomfortable 
neighbors and reinstate herself in the 
sympathies of the Chinese. Under her 
protection, however, the society which 
was to have clone 'her dirty work ns- 
euraed proportions which she was not 
able to control.,' The Boxers took for 
their motto "Uphold the dynasty, ex: 
tirpato the foreigner," and In so doing 
they alienated at once a large propor- 
tion of the better class o£ their coun- 
trymen, who realize the effeteuess of 
the -Mantchoo dynasty, and at the same 
time they attracted to their standard 
a motley, crowd of the lowest.aud poor- 
est of the people,' who merely wished 
to participate hi the looting of the 
foreign devils and of native Christians. 


China lias been well called "the 


classic ground of revolution." 
1'he 


country has hardly ever been free from 
such disturbances in one part or the 
other, and with the experiences of the 
past and the warnings uttered with no 
uncertain voice by those on the spot 
for the last six months it is extraor- 
dinary that the present crisis should 
have taken tills country so completely 
by surprise. A lesson might.well have 
been learned, from the disturbances in 
the Yang-tse valley, throughout which 
1 passed last year on my journey from 
Moscow across Siberia and through 
China. 
These disturbances were al- 


lowed to convulse the country for some 
time before any adequate measures 
were taken, and inquiries nt the Pe- 
king legation were met with the re- 
assuring answer, to borrow the historic 
exprcssion_anent the Potomac, "Every- 
tjbuig crtjiet on 'the Yang-tse!" 


Tuis rebellion had many features In 


common with the Boxer risuig. Here, 
as in the north, the movemen£_was first 
directed, against the Roman Cathodes, 
\vas"\vinkecl at, if not encouraged, by 
the local officials aud finally g"rew 
beyond their control. Once the demon 
of destruction is let loose the distinc- 
tions between creeds, indeed any dis- 
tinction save that which divides ori- 
ental from European, is soon lost sight 
of. The rebellion of 1SCS grouped itself, 
around Yu Mantzo, who was its head 
and lender, although not .personally 
possessed of any particular ability or 
character. 
The people were disaffect- 


ed and restless and ready to follow any 
man who cared to rise. 


As has been said already, the Box- 


ers did not trouble after last autumn 
to conceal their, presence or their 
raison d'etre. Their headquarters were 
at Paoting-fu, some SO miles south of 
Peking, where there, is a large mis- 
sionai'3- station,- and here they estab- 
lished a big camp arid recruited and 
drilled just as if they were a properly 
recognized local militia. 
The move- 


ment spread into the two neighboring 
provinces, more camps were establish- 
ed mid frequent attacks made on the 
smaller and more scattered communi- 
ties aud especially upon native Chris- 
tians. 
In February last one of the 


Roman Catholic bishops reported that 
5,000 fugitives had sought his protec- 
tion. 
The missionaries and others 


with practical linowledgc of China 
foresaw the inevitable moment when, 
drunk with success, the rebels would 
turn their attention from native Chris- 
tians and their teachers to all forcicn-

"svhose origin is obscure, calls itself "I 
Ho Chnnn," the Eightcoxis Harmony 
league, but the word chnan, with a 
•different inflexion of the voice, means 
also "lists," and to any one who knows 
the Chinese fondness for a play upon 
•words it is easy to see the context. 
At the same time no doubt the aims 
of the society were for awhile cloaked- 
by the pretext of athletic exercises, but 
for many months past nil such disguise 
las been thrown aside, drilling has 
gone on openly and camps have been 
established. 


The original propaganda of the I Ho 


Chuan was exclusively religious and 
•directed against Roman Catholicism. 
From that it became anti-Christian 
and finally autiforeign. Its birthplace 
-was the province of Shangtung, where 
the higfc handed policy of Germany 
Shas aroused a very strong autiforeign 
teeliug. Jho bad season aud failure 
•of harvest last year reduced many of 
tlie farmers and agriculturists to great 
straits, nnd largo numbers joined the 
.league in the hope of getting a living 
iby plunder. 


At the beginning of the present year 


the American missionaries of Shang- 
tung preferred formal charges against 
the society and accused several of the 


incial authorities of countenanc- 
\ 
I \ pro\ 


,Ono thing sliould be inevitable—the 
deposition of the empruss dowager. 
Her connection, direct or indirect, with 
tlic rising is too clear to be explained 
away, 'mid if another reason were 
wanted it would be found in the dis- 
satisfaction of the great bulk of the 
Chinese with her aims and methods;. 
That she is falling more and more 
under Russian influence complicates 
the situation, but does not strengthen 
her position either with her own people 
or with the other powers. 


\Vheu the rablMo rout of Boxers have 


been rnadi? to feel the presence of 
something stronger than themselves, 
when Peking is again quiet and the 
powers sit down to reckon up their 
claims, then will tho critical moment 
arrive.- 
A very serious reflection is 


induced by the possibility, by no 
means remote, that the next rising of 
the Chinese people, unless steps are 
taken to support and conciliate the 
local authorities, may be in the Yang- 
tse valley, the botisted "British sphere 
of influence."

FIRE IN THE 
BAILEY COTTON 


BAT MILL LAST NIGHT, 


Flames Started In the Condensing Room 


and Were Hard to Fight On Account 
of the Dense Smoke From Burning 
Cotton—Loss 
Will Reach 
About 


$3iSoo. 


A fire last evening in the carding room 


of the Bailey Cotton bat mill on North 
River street, caused a largo pmount uf 
damage. The loss cannot be estimated 
full; until the damage done the carding 
machines is knowu. 
A. number of them 


are ruined and will have to be replaced. 
They are expensive machines and their 
bill will foot up into the thousands. 


Insurance to the amount of $3,500 


was carried on the buildings, machinery 
and stock, which is considerably less 
tban the loss will amount to. 


The alarm of fire was turned in from 


box 14 at 6:37 o'clock. The depart- 
ment made quick tiuae and were soon on 
the scene. 
' 


The fire started in the carding room, 


a low, one story 
building next to the 


railroad track. 
Heavy sxoke < poured 


from the building on all sides and the 
flames soon appeared at the rear end 
and communicated with a small building 
to the south that was connected with 
the card room, The flames in the build- 
ing were soon extinguished, four streams 
of water being poured into the building 
from different directions. 


The fire being in the cotton stored in 


the building made it exceedingly difficu t 
to get at un account of the heavy smokp, 
and the department were forced to draw 
it out ic order to make a aure thing of 
it. 


The fire was confined to the curd room 


and although considerable cotton was 
burned the chief damage was to the ma- 
chines, rnnny of which are a total loss. 


The origin of the fire is a mystery as 


no work had bean done in the'room that 
day. 
This is not the h'rst fire that has 


been in the mill, numerous other - small 
blazes having .started at different times, 
but have always.been extinguished with- 
out much loss other than smoking up 
the woodwork. The 
lust serious fire 


having taken place some years ago when 
a large part of the ,inil)-- was consumed. 


The mill was operated 
by 
Chester, 


Bailey & Sans, for many years, but has 
lately come into the possession of T. P. 
Burns, through the forecloseure of a 
mortgage. 
Since that time has been 


operated by him.- Mr. Burns thinks the 
loss.will equal the insurance if not more 
when the entire extent of the damage 
done is ascertained.

der, but the EoumaijiBn authorities re- 
fused to re-admit them into the country, 


j and only after three days' delay and 
enefgelic action on the part of the Hun- 
garian State department was the cross- 
ing of the border permitted.

It is n matter for congratulation that 


ribbon is coming into use again. Cor 
nothing over was prettier than ribbon 
for trimming, and nothing ever sets 
off n garment so well as bows and 
loops of ribbon.

Intion to tlie 1'reseiit OutbrcnU. 
Are nol' the missionaries the cause 


of these troubles? 
In no way. They 


are in C'Liim on a recogui/od anil legiti- 
mate errand. specifically protected by 
treaty stipulations, and it is not even 
pretended that they have transcended 
their treaty rights, says the Key. Dr. 
Judson Smith, secretary of the Ameri- 
can board of 
missions, in Leslie's 


Weekly. 
China makes no accusation 


against them ns disturbers of the peace 
or as treaty breakers. If she dislikes 
them and their influence, it is open to 
her to ask for now treaties by which 
they shall be shut out of her domain. 
It is rather the dread of everything 
foreign, the fear lest China be drawn 
into the currents of western life and 
nway from her. past, that stirs the 
Boxers and tills thu mind of the em- 
press and pushes the- government and 
army into open antagonism 
to the 


great powers iyid the ideas they rep- 
resent. 


Not all the Chinese are in sympathy 


with this outbreak. The party of re- 
formers tliiit was gathered around the 
emperor and that had representatives 
.in many of the provinces must wish to 
see this timuiJt suppressed, the cm- 
press deposed, a government in favor 
of progress inaugurated, and thu sym- 
pathy of foreign nations rallied to lead 
China out of her weakness and along 
the path of progress and reform. The 
thie welfa're of the Chinese people lies 
iivthe achievement of this reformation, 
and the just interests of all foreign 
•powers would be best promoted by this 
result. 
A new China is slowly rising 


in "the midst of her millions, touched 
"by genuine patriotism, taught by west- 
,ern lenrnmg. transformed and Inspired 
by the gospel of Jesus Christ, already 
honored by the grace of true martyr- 
dom. 


What nobler service can the Occident 


render than to guard this new national 
development and load it on to strength 
and self control and a sh.'irc in the 
best life and thought of the world?
